A small crater touched off a

“A falling object caused the 
crater,” said an Army spokes- 
man. “We want to get to it to 
make sure it isn’t dangerous.” 

What residents thought was 
a sonic boom rocked the. San 
Gabriel valley, a Los Angeles 
suburb, early Tuesday. Later, 
Murphy, 10 vyears old, 
found the crater in the back- 
vard of his home. He told his 
father, Oscar. who called the 
sheriff, who, in turn, called the 
Army. 

Ordnance experts said that 
the crater could have been 
caused by a falling missile, a 
meteor, a 100-pound dud bomb 
or any other object about six 
inches in diameter.

Provisions of Agreement. 

Following are the provisions 
of vesterday’s agreement: 

No collector will be sent out 
after 3:45 p.m. (15 minutes be- 
fore quitting timre) to pick up 
less than one-half a load of 
rubbish, except en Fridays. 

Not less than two men will 
load a shuttle or regular route 
truck, except in a case where 
less than two collectors are 
available to load, in which case 
a single collector shall perform 
such work as is reasonable for 
one person to do under exist- 
ing circumstances. This excep- 
tion shall apply only when one 
truck is available for collec- 
tions and when the list of col- 
lectors, dispatched in multiples 
of two, has been exhausted 
otherwise. 

“The above paragraph shall 
not be construed in any way to 
limit or restrict the number of 
shuttle trucks which may be 
sent out, as long as two collec- 
tors are made available to load 
each truck,” the agreement 
said. 

Kriz said the agreement does 
not alter the instructions un- 
der which the men have been 
working. 

Previous Objections. 


The collectors had objected 
to being assigned to pick up 
rubbish after 3:45 p.m., stating 
that such assignments usually 
entailed working overtime, 
which in some instances caused 
them to work more than a 40- 
hour week. Compensatory time 
off was given for overtime 
work, Kriz said. 

The strikers includ@d 75 reg- 
ular collectors assigned to 25 
routes, and 19 extra collectors 
who fill in on all routes during

‘Blair Says Inspections 
_ Under New Code Will 
Be Started at Once— 
Six Months Allowed 


for Compliance.

—A new code of regulations 
governing licensing and opera- 
tion of nursing and rest homes 
in Missouri under the new 
Spradling act became effective 
today and inspections under the 
code wili begin at once, Gov 
James T. Blair announced 

The code, a 48-page booklet. 


sets out standards in man) 
fields and incorporates previ- 
ously adopted fire and satiety 


ich inspec- 
wavy for 


egulations under wh 
tions have been under 
several weeks. 

As stipulated in the Sprad- 
ling measure, a six-month pe- 
riod is allowed to permit oper- 
ators to bring their establish- 
ments up to standard. 


Covered in the new regula- 
tions are standards on home 
location, patient supervision, 
sanitation, food and _ patient 
care. 

Three types of homes are 


defined—those with profession- 
al nursing care, practical nurs- 
ing care and “domiciliary,” or 
personal care with a minimum 
of medical attention. 

On location of homes, it is 
provided that they be in a suit- 
able neighborhood, removed 
from heavy traffic hazards and 
in compliance with local zoning 
regulations. 

Per-patient space 
ments are set out, with the 
general provision that ‘‘reason- 
able privacy’ must be allowed 
patients. Care of patients in 
attics or basements is prohib- 
ited. Sleeping quarters of the 
administrator and his family 
must be separate from those of 
patients. 

Adequate Sewage Disposal. 


Homes must have adequate 
space for cleaning, storage and 
supply. Water supply must be 
approved. If no public sewage 
disposal system is available, 
homes must provide their own. 
Those which now have only 
outside toilets must install ade- 
quate sewage disposal systems 
within a reasonable time. 

A qualified person must be 
in charge of the home at all 
times and an adequate number 
of attendants must be employed. 
Nursing homes in the profes- 
sional nursing care ,category 
must have a professional nurse 
on duty at all times, and those 
of the practical nurse type 
must have a practical nurse 
present. 

Other provisions cover medi- 
cal care and maintenance of 
records, reports and patient his- 
tories. 

Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke, act- 
ing state health director, said 
inspections under the new regu- 
lations would be conducted as 
rapidly as possible. He empha- 
sized that homes would ‘not be 
licensed or re-licensed until 
fire and safety regulations are 
complied with, subject to the 
six-month period for making 
changes.

Meanwhile, St. Louis county

and safety inspections would 
get under way within the next 
two weeks. 

W. Thad Fife, director of 
safety and fire prevention for

Mr. Eisenhower transmitted 
to Congress an interim report 
by Edward fF. Curtis, special 
presidential assistant for avia- 
tion facilities planning, discuss- 
ing the functions and responsi- 
bilities of the proposed board. 

Urging “early enactment” of 
the bill setting up the agency, 
the President said it would 
“greatly expedite the improve- 
ment of air traffic control and 
air navigation.” 

“Widespread attention has 
been drawn to the need for 
vigorous action to advance the 
safety and convenience of the 
public and military agencies,” 
Mr. Eisenhower said 

He said the Curtis report 
“sets forth the gravity of our 
present and anticipated. air 
traffic problems.’ Curtis, a 
vice president of Eastman 
Kodak Co., was named to head 
a presidential study group after 
a series of accidents. 

Mixed Congressional Reaction. 

There was mixed reaction in 
Congress to the proposal to add 
another federal agency to the 
several now concerned with avi- 
ation. Republican leaders in- 
dicated tentative approval of 
the plan

Would Fire on Ves- 
sels in Aqaba, Cairo 
Press Asserts. 


CAIRO, April 11 (UP)—The 
independent Calro newspaper 
Al Ahram said today King Saud 
of Saudi Arabia had warned 
Israel that Saudi artillery would 
open fire on any Israeli ship 
trying to pass through the Gulf 
of Aqaba 

The newspaper also said both 
and Saudi Arabia had 
protested formally to the United 
States against the passage 
through the gulf to an Israeli

(The Associated Press re- 
ported the newspaper as saving 
Saud sent a note to President 
Eisenhower warning that United 
States support of international- 
ization 
to the gulf—would be regarded 
as a threat against Saudi Arabia 
“as well as a challenge aimed 
at hurting the feelings ¥ Mos- 
lems all over the world.” 

Joint Protest taaiiiebee. 

In Damascus, Syrian Premier 
Sabri El-Assali told reporters 
all the Arab states were consid- 
ering a joint protest to the 
United States against what they 
regarded as ‘violations of Arab 
territorial waters’ by the 
American tanker. 

The 10,000-ton Kern Hill was 
the first ship to take oil to Is- 
rael’s new port of Eilat since 
the Israeli Invasion of the Sinai 
desert broke the Arab blockade 
of the Gulf of Aqaba. 

The report in Al Ahram fol- 
lowed an Official Egyptian 
statement that Israel has re- 
fused to withdraw troops from

AMMAN, Jordan, April 11 
(UP) — Thousands of Palestin- 
ians demonstrated today yn pro- 
test against King Hussein's dis- 
missal of pro-Soviet, pro-Egyp- 
tian Premier Suleiman Nabulsi. 

The King demanded and re- 
ceived Nabulsi's resignation 
yesterday after several months 
of tension between them over 
the Jordanian Government's 
growing alignment with the left. 

Hussein asked former For- 
eign Minister Hussein Khalidi 
to form a new Cabinet, but 
diplomatic circles foresaw slight 
chance of success for him. 


Unable to Form Government.

The demonstrations coincided 
with the 22-year-old monarch’s 
summons to Khalidi to establish 
a new government.

Such amalgamation, the reso- 
lution stated, ““‘would remove an 
undue burden from the electors 
and at the same time ac- 
complish great savings and 
economies.’ 

Mayor LeRoy Clements of 
Lakeshire in south St. Louis 
county said in a letter to Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews and 
the county election commission- 
ers that the elected officials of 
his community “are wholeheart- 
edly in accord with your views 
on consolidating voting pre- 
cincts.” 

“We note that the only cry 
against this proposition is com- 
ing from school officials. This 
deal of holding school elections 
in the schools is a racket that 
should have been stopped long 
ago,” Clements wrote . “They 
(school officials) state that an | 
election on too broad a scale 
might show too many unfavor- 
able votes.” 

He pointed out that there 
were four separate polling 
places in the Affton school dis- 
trict in the last election and

This was a reference to the fact 
that an unfavorable vote in the 
county contributed to the de- 
feat last week of a proposed 
constitutional amendment in- 
creasing salaries and mileage 
allowances for members of the 
Legislature.

The council, unlike the county 
board of election commission- 
ers, took no direct stand on 
proposed state legislation that 
would require one set of polling 
places to be used in all elections 
held the same day. 

The board, after a meeting 
earlier yesterday with Mat- 
thews, gave full support to such 
legislation and to the proposed 
study of state election laws. 

Boundaries of election dis- 
tricts in the county should be 
studied to determine how they 
can be revised to allow consoli- 
dation of polling places and 
more efficient eleetion proce- 
dures, the board said.

TO FIGHT AGAINST 
U.S. JOINING OTC 


WASHINGTON, April 11 
(UP) — Representative Richard 
M. Simpson (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, said today he will fight 
hard to defeat President Eisen- 
hower’s proposal that the 
United States join the Organi- 
zation for Trade Co-operation 
(OTC). 

He became the first high- 
ranking Republican to speak 
out publicly against the contro- 
versial legislation since Mr. 
Eisenhower renewed his plea 
for it in a special message to 
Congress last week. 

The proposed OTC would ad- 
minister international trade 
agreements. Mr. Eisenhower 
said in his message to Con- 
gress that United States mem- 
bership is necessary for this 
country to get maximum bene- 
fits from its reciprocal trade 
agreements with other nations. 

Would Hurt U.S. Industry. 

But Simpson protested that 
there is danger joining the 
OTC would hurt American in- 
dustry. 

“It would involve the United 
States in another international 
organization in which we would 
have one vote out of 33 or 34 
votes,” he said in an interview. 

“This organization would 
make recommendations for tar- 
iff cuts and world opinion 
would follow the majority opin- 
ion of OTC, irrespectively of our 
individual vote.” 

Simpson told a reporter that 
he and other lawmakers of both 
parties who favor “protecting 
American industry” against for- 
eign competition “will do our 
best to defeat that bill.” 

Simpson is third-ranking Re- 
publican on the House Ways 
and Means Committee where 
the Administration bill is pend- 


g. 

He also is chairman of the 
Republican national congres- 
sional committee. 

Never Reached Floor. 

Similar Administration - 
backed OTC legislation was ap- 
proved by the Democratic-con- 
trolled Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in the last Congress over 
protests from Simpson and 
some other members. But 
Democratic leaders failed to 
call it up for floor action after 
a secret poll showed they could 
not count on enough Republi- 
can supporé to pass it. 

There is growing “protec- | 
tionist’” sentiment in Congress, | 
even among some _  Southen 
Democrats who have supported 
so-called liberal trade policies | 
in the past.

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The Postal Rate Issue 


The Post Office Department is the most 
successful losing business in the world! 
Since 1946 it has lost an average of $460,- 
000,000 a year simply because postage ‘rates 
are virtually the same as they were in 1932. 
From 1900 to 1940 the average annual 
deficit amounted to $33,000,000. From 
1946 to 1955 it amounted to $460,000,000 
annually. Any business in the world would 
go broke if it continued for any time to pay 
1956 costs for the things it buys and charge 
1932 prices for the things it sells. The Post 
Office is no exception to this rule. 

Is this a quotation from Postmaster General 
Summerfield in behalf of the increases in postal 
rates requested by the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion? Not at all. These words are from a state- 
ment, entitled “The Truth About Postage 
Rates,” prepared by the National Association of 
Postmasters, representing 33,000 postmasters, 
and circulated in St. Louis by Postmaster Dick- 
mann. 

No St. Louisan needs to be told that Bernard 
F. Dickmann is not a Republican. None needs 
to be told that he is, on the contrary, former 
Democratic Mayor of St. Louis. When Mr. 
Dickmann says that he feels that “an informed 
public will readily support increased postage 
raté legislation when they know the facts,” he 
speaks not as a partisan but as someone who 
has had the opportunity to learn a lot about 
the business of carrying the mails. 

. « . 

Approached from this point of view, the issue 
of postal rate increases becomes somethirg more 
than a battle of personalities between a Demo- 
cratic Congress and a none-too-diplomatic G.O.P. 
Postmaster General. It becomes evident that 
the flareup over the requested $47,000,000 de- 
ficiency appropriation does not get near the 
root of the problem. The need is for a basic 
approach to the relation between postal income 
and postal rates. And that is where the state- 
ment of Postmaster Dickmann and his col- 
leagues comes in. 


Our opinion is that an increase in postal rates 
is inevitable, the only question being how the 
increase is to be apportioned so as to be fair 
and reasonable. 

We start out in the belief that “junk” mail, 
addressed merely to “Occupant,” ought to be 
eliminated altegether or charged for at first- 
class rates. There is no sound reason for the 
present big subsidy to mail advertisers. Let 


them pay a fair price for passing out their 
handbills through the mails. 
Second-class mail (newspapers and maga- 


zines) and third-class (catalogues and circulars) 
do not pay their share. Part of the reason for 
this is a long-standing policy of encouraging the 
education of the public. But the present rates 
amount to a heavy subsidy, especially to the 
circulation of magazines. The Administration 
bill proposes four successive increases of 15 per 
cent a year for second-class mail. Surely this is 
gradual enough to be accommodated into the 
costs of publishing. The question here really 
is whether proposed second- and third-class in- 
creases are proportionately high enough. 
* + . 


Although first-class mail is usually described 
in terms of the humble postcard that goes from 
one member of an average, modest family to 
another, it is now primarily business mail. The 
proportions are three letters of business mail to 
every one of individual correspondence. 

Until recently first-class mail paid its own 
way. Along with other classes it is now operat- 
ing at a deficit. Letter postage has not been 
increased since 1932. To maintain the 3-cent 
rate in these circumstances means transfering 
to the taxpayers an increasing share of postal 
costs which should be met by users of the mails. 


Only an increase in the letter rate—the Ad- 
ministration proposes 33 per cent—will make 
any impression on the postal deficit. The one- 
cent increase on first-class mail would yield 
some $300,000,000 or more, while proposed sec- 
ond- and third-class increases would produce 
only $31,000,000 and $128,000,000 respectively 
after four years. 

All these increases together would leave a 
postal deficit of perhaps $200,0000,000 as against 
the deficit in prospect for the next fiscal vear 
of $650,000,000. Certainly that would be a vast 
improvement. Moreover, there is no require- 
ment that the postal system fully pay its own 
way. 

The issue is not whether Postmaster General 
Summerfield has presented his case in the best 
possible way from the standpoint of public re- 
lations. The issue is a fair and reasonable 
adjustment of postal rates in the light of the 
doubling of the cost of providing mail service.

Anyway, It’s Missouri's 

State Senator George A. Spencer of Columbia 
is saddened at the thought of the $10,000 silver 
service, which was a gift of the state to the 
battleship Missouri, now gathering dust like 
the famous ship itself. The Missouri was de- 
commissioned last year; the glittering silver was 
also decommissioned and lies in a vault in the 
Capitol basement. 


Senator Spencer is sponsoring a resolution to 
have the silver returned to Missouri for display 
in the Truman Memorial Library at Independ- 
ence. This would be appropriate, for aside 
from the relation of the silver to Missouri, it 
has a relation to Mr. Truman. He was President 
when the Japanese surrender terms were signed 
on the U.S.S. Missouri's decks. 


Some day the silver might even perform 
more practically for the state. We recall that 
when Gov. Blair refused to live in the executive 
mansion in Jefferson City, it was disclosed that 
among the comforts which the mansion lacked 
was a complete silver service. The battleship’s 
silver might fittingly replace the silver for the 
gubernatorial mansion—that is, on the day 
when Governors again reside in the Governor's 
mansion, 
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Still Like a Sore Thumb 

Another one of those peace-making sessioris 
of Missouri Republican leaders has ended, as 
they so often do, in an atmosphere of suspicion 
and recrimination. ‘All we get is A for effort,” 
says National Chairman Meade Alcorn, who 
held the meeting in Washington. 

The current trouble is a slightly revised ver- 
sion of the chronic trouble.: State Chairman 
H. K. Wangelin, who was supposed to bring 
sweetness, light and harmony into the ranks, 
cannot agree with National Committeeman Elroy 
W. Bromwich and Mr. Alcorn on patronage and 
fund-raising. And he explains in these mystify- 
ing words: ; 

“The trouble in Missouri boils down to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower versus Harold E, Stassen.” 

These words are mystifying because, while 
Mr. Bromwich did support Mr. Stassen for Vice 
President last year, it has never been known 
that any Republican leader is now anti-Eisen- 
hower. The President is not running for office 
and cannot do so in the future. But Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon is and can. Should the

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Missouri state chairman’s statement be revised, 

by any chance, to read approximately as follows: 
“The trouble in Missouri boils down to Vice 

President Nixon versus Harold E. Stassen.” 

If that is what Mr. Wangelin means, perhaps 
he ought to confide in his constituents, many 
of whom will be interested to know that he 
proposes to “bring Missouri back to the Repub- 
lican column in 1958” by working for Mr. 
Nixon's nomination in 1960. 
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A Brave Stand on Red Trade 


President Eisenhower challenged both the 
ultra-nationalists in his own party and an im- 
portant segment of the Democratic party when 
he spoke up at his news conference Wednesday 
for a relaxation of restrictions on trade between 
our allies and the Communist nations. 

Since he spoke especially about Red China, 
he invited the wrath of Senators Knowland and 
Bridges, who breathe fire at the very mention 
of trade with China. And since he urged that 
restrictions on the China trade be made no 
more severe than those on trade with Russia, 
he invited the wrath of the McClellan commit- 
tee, which last summer directed a withering fire 
at the Administration for having consented to 
an earlier easing of the rules as they applied 
to Moscow. 

Nevertheless the President is on the right 
side, for several frequently stated reasons. In 
the first place our Government cannot expect to 
indefinitely trade restrictions which 
spell continuous hardship to our allies. Our 
own dependence on foreign trade is less than 
that of some allies, and so we can embargo 
the Soviet without suffering much pain 
ourselves. But a trading nation like Japan or 
is in a different position. 

For Japan, the alternative to trade with main- 
land China, which used to absorb one-third of 
her exports, is subsidy by the United States or 
trade with the United States. As the President 
said, we cannot impose quotas and tariffs 
against Japanese goods and at the same time 
tell Japan she cannot trade with China either. 

Furthermore, the United States does not pos- 
sess unlimited power to dictate other nations’ 
trade, even that of our allies. The restrictions 
that have been in force since the Korean war 
have been the result of international agreement. 
When our allies insistently press for more 
peaceful trade with Soviet nations, as they now 
do, their views cannot be stubbornly overridden. 
They have as much of an interest as we in not 
building up the Communists’ military power. 
But a wartime embargo cannot be maintained 
forever, especially at somebody else’s expense. 

So the President spoke weil. The question is, 
will he stand up for his position when the con- 
gressional winds start blowing? And will he 
translate a sound statement of principle into 
active and continuous leadership, in the face of 
criticism from the extremists, for a new trade 
policy? 

We should like to see him come out boldly 
for the repeal or drastic revision of the Battle 
Act, which sets forth the restrictions to be ap- 
plied on trade with the Soviet bloc. No free 
government wants to sell weapons or atomic 
bombs to the Communist nations. But the time 
has come to encourage peaceful trade the world 
over.

Britain 
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The Best in Missile Defense 


The rapid progress that is being made in the 
missiles weapon field is evidenced in the fact 
that St. Louis is to have Nike Hercules anti- 
aircraft missile batteries in about two years. 

It was little more than a year ago that the 
Pentagon announced a token defense of eight 
batteries of obsolete 90-millimeter guns would 
be set up around the city although many other 
cities enjoyed the protection affordéd by mis- 
siles. The 90s could not hit a plane at much 
more than 35,000 feet. The protests that fol- 
lowed this plan, particularly from Congressmen 
in this area, soon resulted in a promise that 
Nike Ajax missiles would be set up here. That 
meant that St. Louis would be assured of weap- 
ons that could go as high as any bomber now 
flying and reach out about 30 miles. 

But so rapid has the progress been on the 
Nike Hercules that production of the Ajax model 
has been stopped. Within a year the Hercules, 
with its atomic warhead, will be in production. 
It will be able to pick off a plane at least 60 
miles away and possibly even as much as 90 miles. 

It is reassuring to know that St. Louis, a 
major transportation center and surrounded by 
an important industrial area, is to have the very 
best that there is in ground anti-aircraft defense. 
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Figures of State 

Mr. Eisenhower said at his press conference 
that Britain had a heroic row to hoe in trying 
to keep its economic nose above water, and 
that it is trying to cut the cloth to what it has, 
not to what it would like to have. As we under- 
stand it, what the President is saying here is 
that the British are having to sink or swim in 


their effort to plant the seed-bed of a viable:

To put it in 
another way and quite simply, the United King- 
dom has its back to the wall in its spartan ef- 
forts to climb out of the Slough of Despond, and 
there is no use crying over spilt milk; whilst, 
if they are but allowed in their own way to 
put the best face on it they can, the country 
must eventually be able to stand again on its 
own bottom, though we cannot expect to let 
them eat cake and have it too. A remarkably 
clear statement of plain fact, we would call it, 
and we can’t understand how some people can 
have the guile to go about pretending they 
hadn't quite caught what it was the President 
said. 
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A World Series at Last 


If it seems early to talk about a world series, 
we are not talking about baseball or the Cardi- 
nals. The subject is the St. Louis Hawks and 
their world series of basketball with the Boston 
Celtics, for a world series it is, and this city has 
seen no other for several years. 

Two of the best teams anywhere in a great 
sport everywhere are playing the game down to 
the last basket (and the last dollar) before 
sell-out crowds. The Hawks have helped to re- 
vive an athletic pride in St. Louis and have 
threatened themselves to climb onto the top 
roost for tall men. And this is not the way it 
was in the beginning. 


In the beginning there was some doubt that 


professional basketball would capture the fancy 
of staid old St. Louis. And this year the Hawks’ 
own pursuit of glory faltered early as they 
traded defeats and coaches. Yet somehow, after 
Alex Hannum began to cheer.them on from the 
coach’s bench, the hustling Hawks developed a 
team spirit and balance that brought them to 
the play-offs. 

However high the Hawks may fly, St. Louis 
owes them lasting recognition for proving that 
this is not, as some have claimed, a “poor sports 
‘town.” For this the city should make sure that 
the Hawks are never allowed to fly away.

All that was certain 
about Kilroy was that» wherever any- 
thing needed to be done during the 
second World War Kilroy went there 
and did it. 

Technically speaking, Kilroy was not 
a fighting man. He would take on one 
or more members of any army, includ- 
ing his own, if they annoyed him, but 
mainly Kilroy was a man who built 
things. He also had fun on his days 
or hours off, but we had better not go 
into that. 

Kilroy was, among other things, a 
Seabee, a member @f an organization 
called a construction battalion or some- 
thing similar, But Kilroy did what in- 
terested him. Sometimes he was ab- 
sent without leave, but in such a case 
this regrettable circumstance may have 
been due to.the fact that he had fin- 
ished a road leading up to the edge 
of Bougainville Perimeter or over the 
Hump into China, had lost interest and 
had gone on to fix up Okinawa or, like 
Caesar, build a bridge across the 
Rhine. 

Kilroy went where he wanted to: go, 
leaving behind him on walls and rocks 
and the sides of ships and billboards 
his mysterious motto “Kilroy Was 
Here.” But where he wanted to go 
was where he was needed. 

Lately he has been needed in the 


Suez Canal and so there he was, over 
his head in the salt water getting the 
Bonnet ready to lift and maybe work- 
ing also on the Abukir, a slightly big- 
ger job. 

Kilroy sought no public acclaim. He 
never rode up Broadway under a show- 
er of ticker tape. He was never men- 
tioned for the vice presidency. He 
never appeared on television. He never 
got rich. People didn’t recognize his 
face, but he did like them to know 
ro had been there, and this he still 

oes. 


We need Kilroy. It is good to know 
that after his long vacation, which 
possibly he spent in the Antarctic, he 
is with us again. Kilroy is Point Four. 
Kilroy is friendly aid to all the peo- 
ples of the world who feel friendly 
toward us and will work with us. If a 
new canal is needed Kilroy will be 
there digging it. 

If anybody wants help in fixing up 
a harbor or running a road through 
rough country or setting up new houses 
for people who haven’t any houses or 
draining a malarial swamp, they can 
call on Kilroy. He will be there. 


He will be there in a spirit of jovial- 
ity, not of condescending kindness. He 
may be there sometimes with a swag- 
ger in his walk and his hat tipped over 
one eye. Kilroy is gay and good and 
wonderful and now that he has come 
back let us hope he will never go away 
again. 

We lift a glass to Kilroy and all his 
comrades in all countries and in all 
peaceful avocations, We drink to the 
gusto, the strength and the handiness 
of good old Kilroy. The world needs 
him even more than it needs men of 
battle and men of programs and pol- 
itics. 

Maybe the future lies in Kilroy, that 
jovial, shouting, laughing, confident son 
of the democratic world. 


Free Loaders 


and the Mails 


Art L. Wallhausen, Editor, in The Charleston (Mo.) Enterprise Courier 


At long last something may be done 
about the postal problem. 

Not too long ago a representative 
group of large users of the mails met 
with Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks to talk things over. Users of 
first-class, second-class, third- and 
fourth-class mail were well represented. 


No one present asked for, nor ex- 
pected, special consideration or subsidy. 
All expressed willingness to pay in- 
creased rates, if an increase could be 
justified, but at long last someone had 
sense enough to mention the unmen- 
tionable. These large users of the mails 
flatly rejected any responsibility to pay, 
through postage charges, for any def- 
icit that is incurred by public service 
activities of the department; use of the 
Post Office Department’s facilities by 
other departments of the Government 
(now free), or other irrecoverable losses 
not incurred in providing normal pos- 
tal service to users of the mail. 

In other words Congress and the 
Post Office Department were asked 


first to determine the “free loaders,” 
and to charge off this sum as a public 
expense. 


The users of the mail are willing to 
shoulder their fair share of the burden. 


It was stipulated that Congress 
should be the source of an established 
postal policy, and that due allowances 
be made for all public service activities, 
and those not fully associated with pro- 
viding an efficient mail service. This 
determination would then decide what 
proportion of postal deficits of various 
categories of mail should be under- 
written by public funds, and what pro- 
portion of the charges should fairly be 
borne by the users. 


This approach has been talked of for 
years, but apparently it is too simple 
and too businesslike to appeal either 
to'Congress or to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral.

Water Account Overdrawn 
From the Wilkes Barre Times Leader 


Thoughtful Americans are becoming 
increasingly aware that, in the words 
of a conservation official, we have 
“overdrawn our water account.” It is 
high time to undertake a broad pro- 
gram to conserve this precious resource. 


D. John O’Donnell, director of the_ 


Wisconsin State Conservation Depart- 
ment, believes that Americans are en- 
gaged in “the greatest destructive ex- 
ploitation of natural resources the world 
has ever experienced.” 

He said so at a meeting of the North 


American Wildlife Conference, where 
he also recommended creation of a new 
federal agency to co-ordinate manage- 
ment of water resources. 

“There is an urgent need,” O’Don- 
nell said, “for.one authoritative agency 
combining all federal interests in 
water. A similar body is needed in 
each state.” 

The need of a tnorough-going pro- 
gram to conserve our water resources 
for this and future generations is no 
longer open to question,

Maker of the Waxen Images 


I, MADAME TUSSAUD, by Sylvia Martin. 
(Harper, 370 pgs., $3.95.) 


In an intricate, almost fragile man- 
ner, Miss Martin has woven a fine 
cloth of intrigue for her biographical 
creation, Madame Tussaud. Known to 
many as the creator and namesake of 
the famous English waxworks, Madame 
Tussaud is revealed in this novel as a 
character of singular devotion of pur- 
pose, one of the most human in an era 
of shallow desire. 

Madame Tussaud is introduced as a 
shy, somewhat ungainly girl with a 
talent for reproducing the human form 
in wax, accurately, yet embellished with 
an artist's touch. It is this girl who 
Shares with the reader the early tor- 
ment of compromising her talents to 
serve the unteachable royalty of France 
as instructress in fashionable art. Her 
career is unexpectedly catapulted from 
the Palais Royale back to the Boule- 
varde of the Salon de Curtius, the wax-

Miss Martin has written a novel of 
well-paced arrogance and condescen- 
sion in revealing Madame Tussaud. In- 
vestigating a character who served in 
the turmoil of the last Louis and the 
first Napoleon, she has demonstrated 
the unwitting involvement of one insig- 
nificant life in many of higher regard. 

Famous figures constantly brush the 
living figure of Madame _ Tussaud, 
emerging only to become engulfed by 
poverty, imprisonment, or the guillo- 
tine. Perhaps Miss Martin does not 
condemn human flaws through Madame 
Tussaud; she has only to describe them 
to a willing audience.

A Jewish Classic 


THE ROMANCE OF HASSIDISM, by 
Jacob S. Minkin. (Thomas Yoseloff, 398 
pgs., $6.) 

This classic work, originally pub- 
lished 20 years ago and now re-issued, 
recounts the dramatic rise and tragic 
fall of Hassidism, the mystic Jewish 
movement that spread like wildfire 
among the Jews in the ghettoes of 
eighteenth- and nineteenth-century 
Eastern Europe. In their quest for God, 
the Hassidim leaped beyond the ra- 
tionalism of the Talmud into the realm 
of the miracle. Ecstasy and exuber- 
ance were in them, for the time of the 
Messiah was near. 

Dr. Minkin does full justice to this 
fascinating episode in Jewish history. 
He traces the growth and development 
of the sect in the lives of its sainted 
founders—Baal Shem Tov, Dob Baer, 
Jacob Joseph and others—-who preached 
not merely that God is, but that every- 
thing that is is in God. The author 
follows the movement through its great- 
est test—excommunication from Juda- 
ism of all who professed to be Hassi- 
dim—and then tells the story of its 
downfall, the seeds of which it had 
always carried within it: the system of 
Zaddikism, which raised the leaders of 
the movement to a level where they 
mediated between God and man, too 
high a level for those who, unlike the 
founders of Hassidism, were not saints. 

“The Romance of Hassidism” is an 
absorbing book. No Jewish library 
should be without it.

closes Space Is Available | 
but Funds Are Not. 


Space is available at Malcolm 
Bliss Hospital for treatment of 
emotionally-disturbed children, 
but lack of funds prevents it 
from being used, Dr. George A 
Ulett, medical director at Mal- 
colm Bliss, the city’s psychiatric 
hospital, reported yesterday. 

Dr. Ulett said there is space 
for 20 to 24 beds for the care 
of children under 17 years old, 
but apparently there is not 
enough money in the city budg- 
et to pay for renovating the 
area and for salaries of person- 
nel to staff it 

He indicated that if the $60.- 
000 needed for renovation could 
be obtained from some other 
agency the city might be will- 
ing to include funds in the 
hospital budget to pay for addi- 
tional personnel. 

Dr. Ulett addressed a joint 
luncheon of the St. Louis divi- 
sion of the Missouri Association 
for Social Welfare, the Mental 
Health Association of St. Louis 
and the rehabilitation section 
of the health and hospital divi- 
sion of the Social Planning 
Council. The meeting was at 
the Downtown Y.M.C.A 1528 
Locust street 


“It is illogical that we dis- 
criminate against the child with 
psychiatric illness,” Dr. Ulett 
said. “The city offers care for 
almost every mental and physi- 
cal illness a person can get 
from the cradle to the grave 
but there is no facility for emo- 


tionally-disturbed children un- 
der 17.” 

If established, such a fa- 
cility would be used to give 
diagnostic service and_ short- 
term treatment, he said, em- 
'phasizing that patients would 


not be kept more than 90 days 
Included in the patients 
treated would be many fre- 
ferred from juvenile court. 
Discussing the general con- 
dition of psychiatric care at the 
hospital, Dr. Ulett said many 
improvements have been made | 
in recent years but that much 
remains to be done 
“If we can finally 
budget support this 
we have not had 
18 years we will be able to

Brings Chamber Music 
Series to a Close.

A recital by Pianist William 
Schatzkamer last night at Gra- 
ham Memorial Chapel brought 
the Washington University 
chamber music series to a close, 
The performance was another 
of the high standard custom- 
arily expected of this artist-in- 
residence at the university. 

The program encompassed 
considerable variety both as to 
style and period and imposed 
a thoroughgoing test of natural 
musicianship, technical pre- 
paredness and intellectual com- 
prehension. So well did Schatz- 


kamer meet the test that one 
could almost forget that the 
first half of the program had 


also been included on the same 
performer's recital at The Prin- 
cipia two months ago. These 
selections, specifically, were the 
Aria-Moderato and Suite V of 
Scarlatti, Beethoven's Sonata 
No. 12 and Prokofieff's Seventh 
sonata. As in the’ previous 
hearings of these works, there 
was added reward in the perfor- 
mer’s apparent belief in the 
music. The Beethoven sonata 
had drama, tension and a 
singing line, and the _  dif- 
ficult Prokofieff sonata, after 
two faulty starts, for which the 
soloist apologized, unfolded in 
all its contrasting anguish and 
excitement. 

Post-intermission offerings 
were the Variations Serieuses 
of Mendelssohn, the E Major 
Intermezzo of Brahms and the

AVE your menus fallen vic- 
H tim to spring fever? Do 
they yearn for a change? 
Well, give them a break by 
adding some of the springtime 
treats that are beginning to 
show up in local markets. 

Of course it would be pre- 
mature to say that the home- 
grown season is really here; it 
isn’t, and won't be for some 
sunny weeks. But a few home- 
grown items are showing up as 
a sort of promissory note that 
more are soon to come, and 
many typically spring vege- 
tables are being shipped in 
from other areas. 

We have featured rhubarb on 
the page this week because it 
is to the culinary world what 
forsythia is to the gardening 
world —the early arrival that 
keeps our spits high. For 
some weeks now we have been 
writing about the superb hot- 
house rhubarb from Michigan; 
supplies of that are beginning 
to dwindle but some from Wash- 
ington is taking its place and 
our own homegrown (which has 
appeared in token quantities) 
will be pouring into the markets 
in the very near future. 

Green onions from nearby 
areas, homegrown spinach, kale 
and turnip greens have arrived; 
we are on the threshold of 
the homegrown aparagus sea- 
s0n. 

In the meantime, California 
is sending us asparagus of fine 
quality in such good supply that 
prices are really quite reason- 
able; of course fresh peas from 
that state have been with us 
for some time and mighty good 
they are. 

Yes, there are plenty of sea- 
fruits and vegetables 
around to give your menus that 
spring tonic they may need.

good buys this week. 

Potatoes still head the list; 
they are downright cheap. On 
the other side of the ledger, 
sweet potatoes are working up 
in price, as is natural at this 
time of year. 

Broccoli of excellent quality, 
carrots, cauliflower and celery 
all are in the low or moderate 
categories. Cabbage, after a 
brief period of higher prices, 
has returned to the fold. It de- 
verves special mention for its 
bresh, green crispness.

Iceberg lettuce, which sky- 
focketed briefly, is back down 
to an attractive figure so that 
you may use it freely in your 
spring salads.

Cucumbers have come down 
to a price which makes them 
worth considering; radishes and 
green onidns pose no problem. 

We cannot be as encouraging 
about two other salad items; to- 
matoes and peppers are any- 
thing but cheap. Peppers are 
definitely high and there seems 
to be no hope for moderation 
in the near future; the best to- 
matoes for slicing also are ex- 
pensive.

In this perfect symphony of 
a springtime salad there is the 
tempting, teasing taste of rhu- 
barb, earliest of the garden’s 
bounty. Its tonic tartness, its 
vitamin wealth, its lovely pale 
pink color are captured and 
held in a colorful gelatin mold, 
dramatic as a showcase. (Re- 
member, never to cook rhu- 
barb over-long, for that de- 
stroys its color and part of its 
great charm forthe palate..A 
few moments of cooking are 
enough. Never drown it with 
water in the cooking—a quarter 
of a cup of water or orange 
juice is plenty to use for a 
pound of rhubarb. Don't over- 
sweeten it, for the tart flavor 
stirs the taste-buds and wakes 
up dozing appetites.)

ATLANTIC €@ITY, N.J., April 
11 (AP)—Walter P. Reuther 
submitted to the United Auto 
Workers today a proposal -that 
he considers vital to the growth 
of the big industrial union. A 


plan to keep craft unions from 
taking skilled workers from the 
UAW. 


The plan, which requires an 
amendment to the UAW consti- 
tution, appeared certain of 
adoption. Reuther, who was 
unanimously re-elected UAW 
president yesterday, already 
has obtained a pledge of sup- 
port to the proposal from his 
followers. ; 


All members of the constitu- 
tion and resolutions committees, 
with the exception of one mem- 
ber, indorsed the idea today. 
Don Steere of Lansing, Mich., 
a member of the constitution 
committee, submitted a minor- 
ity report, opposing the key 
points of the proposal. He 
urged the proposal would mean 
an abandonment of the princi- 
ples of industrial unionism. 


The proposed changes would 
permit skilled groups to nego- 
tiate supplemental contracts for 
pay increases substantially be- 
yond contract minimums. 

Reuther said the changes did 
not mean abandonment of in- 
dustrial unionism. He called it 


refining the indust.ial 
ture of our union.” 
The changes also are designed 
to carry out Reuther’s program 
of organizing engineers, tech- 
nicians and other white collar 
workers.

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SAGS 10 LOWEST 
RATE SINGE 194 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—The nation’s home-building 
pace declined again in March, 
to the lowest rate since 1949 for 
both the month and the indi- | 
cated annual building rate. 

The figures were reported by 
the Labor Department, and the 
construction industry imme- 
diately accused the government | 
of “economic brinkmanship” 
through the tight money policy. 
The builders called for imme- 


diate action to ease mortgage 
credit. 
The Labor 


Department said | 
March housing starts totaled 
83,000 units, up seasonally 28 
per cent from February but | 
only a rate of 880,000 on a sea- | 
sonally adjusted annual basis. 


The March total was 16 per 


cent under March last year. It 
was the lowest March total 
since 1949. 


The adjusted annual rate of 
880,000 units also was the low- 
est such rate since 1949 and 
compared with the record l,- 
329.000 units actually built in 
1955. 

The 83,000 units started in 
March represented 75,500 pri- 
vately financed dwellings and 
7500 publicly financed units, the 
latter all built under a military 
housing program authorized by 
Congress. 

The Labor Department re- 
port said the figures showed 
that “the decline in private 
home-building which took place 
throughout 1956 has extended 


| through the first quarter of this 


year.” The January seasonally- 
adjusted annual rate was 1,010.- 
000: in February it was 910,000. 


First quarter housing starts 
amounted to 213,000, fewer 
other first quarter 
since 1949. 


Final reports on housing con- 
struction for 1956 published to- 
day by the Labor Department 
showed total volume 16 per 
cent lower than in 1955. 


The 1956 total of 1,118,100 
units started compared with the 
record 1,329,000 started in 1955. 


The Labor Department said: 


“Sharpest cutbacks in home- 
building in 1956 were in the 
metropolitan areas, where hous- 
ing starts were down 20 per 
cent compared with only 4 per 
cent in the non-metropolitan 
areas. Regionally, the 1955-56 
in non-farm housing 
starts ranged from 14 per cent 
in the South to 19 per cent in 
the West.” 


The industry view was set 
out in a statement by George 
S. Goodyear, president of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders. He urged Congress 
and the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion to “stop gambling with the 
welfare of the American 
people.” 

Goodyear said the March 
rate, nearly 300,000 dwellings 
a year short of the 1956 output, 
means that the public is losing 
1000 homes every working day 
—‘‘practically all of it in the 
lower cost brackets.” 

“Furthermore it means a loss 
of $5,000,000 a day in construc- 
the state- 
ment said. 

“The Congress can scarcely 
wait upon Administration action. 
The Federal Reserve Board by 
its tight money policies and its 
blithe assumption that housing 
is postponable has kept the 
home-building industry totter- 
ing on the brink of disaster. 


“This economic brinkmanship 
is a dangerous game that the 
country no longer can afford to 
play.”

The City of St. Louis is “un- 
alterably opposed” to an anti- 
stream pollution bill in the Mis- 
souri Legislature, Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker said today, be- 
cause the city’s sewage is not a 
health menace and the cost of 
treatment plants would be ex- 
horbitant. 

In a letter to St. Louis mem- 
bers of the Legislature, the 
Mayor said the city administra- 
tion “Opposes the bill as writ- 
ten because installation of sew- 
age treatment plants would 
cost fantastic sums which the 
taxpayers cannot afford.” 

The Mayor's letter also stated 
that laboratory tests of Missis- 
sippi river water at St. Louis 
and south of the city, “indicate 
that pollution is not a menace 
to health or to fish life.” 

Tucker added that the city 
has no objection to revision of 
the bill, making it aply to those 
communities which feel 
have a definite pollution prob- 
lem, but excluding St. Louis.

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The Olive Has Its Place in Cooking 


Here's How the Portuguese, Spanish and Italians Use It in Tasty Dishes 


By Hoyt Alden 


LIVES have been an impor- 

tant ingredient in the cook- 

ing of Spain, Portugal and 
Italy for several hundred years, 
but in this country its greatest 
progress seems to have been in 
the role of something to put in 
the bottom of a Martini. 

It may surprise you to know 
that it’s only been a half cen- 
tury or so since olives became 
generally known in this country. 
According to legend, a New 
York hostess confounded her 
guests by passing a plate of 
them around before dinner. 
What the reaction was is not 
a matter of record, but it can 
be assumed that on that occa- 
sion was born one of the most 
durable cliches in history. 

As a cooking ingredient it 
hasn't progressed much since. 
When the Little Woman does 
become olive conscious, she “is 
likely to toss them into every 
fancy dish she cooks up,. which 
is as foolish as throwing mush- 
rooms into everything: The 
olive fits into a few dishes, and 
when it does, it fits like the 
king of hearts in a royal flush. 

For example: 

Get a half dozen nice thick 
filets of beef. Mix together a 
couple of tablespoons of olive 
oil, half a teaspoon of vinegar, 
and a pinch of salt, pepper and 
sugar. Rub this into the meat 
and put it aside. , 

Melt some butter in a pan and 
brown the filets quickly. Then 
turn down the fire and add a 
cup df beef bouillion, a teaspoon 
of énion juice and a pinch of 
chopped parsley. Let it sim- 
mer slowly until the meat is 
done. 

Now pare a dozen olives, 
green or ripe, in spiral shape 
and parboil them a little. Add 
them to the sauce. Follow with 
a cup of claret and half a cup 
of chopped mushrooms.

Dark Deeds in Grim Dunmahon Castle 


Wild Cries of Despair Still Said to Ring Out on Anniversary of Murder of 200 at Mass

REQUENTLY when I am 
Finear the seacoastiof the love- 

‘ly undulating “County of 
Wicklow, identified from afar 
off by the grass-turfed conical 
heights of Sugar Loaf Mountain, 
a kind of aerial grazing ground 
for thousands of sheep, I stop 
for a time under the ivy-hung 
walls of grim Dunmahon Castle. 

The very ivy, thriving dark 
green at the root, proverbially 
turns as black as the prickly 
foliage of funereal yew, once 
its tendrils grasp the masonry 
to climb the walls of this pile 
which is haunted to its last 
crenelation by memories of 
deeds of shameful treachery. 


Like all these solitary towers 
raising from Irish soil, there is 
for me in Dunmahon Castle a 
fascination that urges me on to 
delve into its past history; to 
explore, in a sense, deeper into 
its dungeons, hewn from living 
rock embracing three levels, 
that still reverberate to the 
anguished cries of the mas- 
sacred. 

Dunmahon Castle, about three 
miles west of Blackrock, is a 


tall, square-turreted tower in 
a fair state of preservation, 
built about 1180 by the 
Geraldines as one. of their 
“guardian keep of our de- 
mesne” watchtowers. 

At this time the Fitzgerald 
earls held vast. territories 


amounting to petty kingdoms 
that embraced half the South 
of Ireland. Little is known — 
or at least recorded — about 
Dunmahon until the advent of 
the terrible Charles Townley, 


who “affronted every man who 
saw his mean and shambling 
self.”’ 


This man, who occupied sun- 
dry shady offices under the 
Parliamentary regime, first used 
dungeons of Dunmahon to ex- 
tract confessions from rebellious 
Irish prisoners. Many a bellig- 
erent captive held his tongue to 
his_ undoing. He _was _then_ tor-

These instruments, stained 
with dark red-brown smears, 
corroded with rust, may still

The method employed was to 


pull the unfortunate wretch 
under torture down to the 
ground by the wrist irons, 


against the pressure of a gar- 
rote which slowly choked him 


to death. 
WW dations of Townley and his 

henchmen are notorious, it 
was the massacre of over 200 
worshipers invited by Townley 
to hear Mass in the castle bailey 
and slain to the last soul by 
Parliamentary soldiers that so 
exceeded al] bounds of human 
behavior as to be excoriated as 
“anathema” by the Pontiff in 
Rome. 

“They died on their knees 
from the fear to raise, a prayer 
to God and a curse for the mon- 
ster Townley mouthing at cross 
purposes on their tongues,” as 
one contemporary historian 
described the scene. 

Apparently undisturbed by 
this atrocious bath of blood 
perpetrated within its walls, the 
castle was afterwards occupied 
by the Townley family.

Improperly Installed Leaders 
and Downspouts. 

A time there was a heavy rain 
at night she couldn't get to 
sleep because the water pouring 
down the house leader made so 
much noise. Well now, improp- 
erly installed leaders can do a 


lot more damage than just keep 
you awake. 


For example, if the leader fits 
up tight against the house sid- 
ing the chances are that it won't 
be long before that portion of 
the siding in back of the leader 
is damaged by decay. Even if 
the leader doesn’t leak, rain 
will get between the leader and 
siding and because there isn't 
adequate ventilation decay will 
set in. A_ properly designed 
leader or downspout should be 
set six inches or so away from 
the siding to prevent damage 
to the siding. 

Most leaders stop a few 
inches from the ground directly 
by the house foundation. This 
means that all the water com- 


ing down the leader will be ab- 
sorbed by the soil around the 
house. This not only produces 
wet spots close to the house but 
is also the reason for many a 
flooded basement. In a properly 
designed drainage system the 
water from the leader should 
be carried underground through 
soil pipe to a dry well or at 
least eight or 10 feet from the 
house foundation. Even if you 
don’t have a basement to get 
flooded it’s not wise to let the 
leaders discharge close to the 
house. It can ruin the grass 
and planting in this area and 
the nice moist soil is just what 
our little friends the termites 
seem to like. If the soil has to 
be damp, have it damp a safe 
distance from the house proper.

AN FRANCISCO derives quiet satisfaction from the 
S fact that its Society is the subject of one of the hinter- 

land editions published by the Social Register organi- 
zation in New York, whereas Los Angeles is not. 

California's original gentry, of course, were the Spanish- 
Mexican colonists with vast land grants who as far back as 
the Seventeen Hundreds held sway in feudal affluence and 
grandeur 

The blood of these dynasties still flows in California 
ociety, but the dynasties themselves were obliterated by 
the Anglo-Saxon tidal wave. Here and there on the social 
landscape today you will come across a de la Vega, an 
Alvarez, a Carrillo or some other indicative name, but they 
are rare. 

Los Angeles’s large Mexican-American population 
does not figure in Society at all. The atmosphere of the 
old rancho days survives chiefly in synthetic form among |

Names in California History. 
OUR of the biggest names in California's modern history 
trace baek to four men who as Sacramento merchants | 
raked in the Forty-Niners’ first pokes of gold dust and 
pyramided them into fortunes in various enterprises. They 


were Charles Croéker, Collis Huntington, Leland Stanford 


and Mark Hopkins. 


The Crockers, latterly in banking, are the most synony- 


mous with San Francisco today. Other leading families 
Similarly are of long-time commercial prominence: Spreckles 
(sugar), Lapham ‘shipping), Folger (coffee), Hellman (bank- 
ing), Blyth, Sutro and Monteagle (finance), and De Young 
(publishing), 

San Francisco's sprouting of social amenities was 
hastened by the presence among the Gold-Rushers of many 
Eastern urbanites. At least two of them were members 
of New York’s McAllister clan, whose heir, Ward is credited 
with capsuling the highest Society as the “Four Hundred.” 

The now ubiquitous practice of combining social activi- 


ties with altruism, real or feigned, was started in San Fran- | 


cisco by 1860. Self-conscious about their lavish charivaris 
amid local poverty, San Francisco's elite inaugurated “calico 
balls,” where they wore inexpensive clothes and contributed 
the hypothetical saving to charity. 

Today, San Francisco is the Bbston of the West Coast, 
with an overlay of cosmopolitan glamor that Boston lacks. 


Wealth is conspicuous: there have been debutante parties | 


in recent years estimated to have cost between $25,000 and 
$50,000.

HAVE now been home in

One cannot be in Morocco 
long without feeling the grati- 
tude for the marshal. He is the 
only one who saw to it that the 
old Morocco was preserved and 
the new was built separately. 
He is buried in Rabat, and I 
think the Moroccans owe him 
much, though he did not live 
to carry through all his plans 
and his successors -ignored 
them where they could. 

I visited the museum on the 
morning we left Marrakech and 
saw rugs from all sections of 
Morocco—a really wonderful 
collection. I was more inter- 
ested, however, in the old part 
of the town through which we 
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had to walk. It had not changed 
at all.

WE LEFT Marrakech in the 
afternoon and the drive in to 
Casablanca was through flat 
country which looked like desert 
most of the way.

Banana Pecan Bread 

Ingredients: one and three- 
fourths cups sifted flour, two 
teaspoons double-acting baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon 
baking soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and two thirds cup sugar. 
two eggs, one cup mashed 
banana, one-fourth cup butter 
or margarine (melted), one-half 
cup coarsely broken pecans. 

Method: Sift together the 
flour, baking powder, baking 
soda salt and sugar. Beat eggs 
enough to combine yolks and 
whites; beat in mashed bananas 
and melted butter. Add to flour 
mixture; stir just enough to 
combine; do not beat. Fold in 
pecans. Turn into buttered loaf 
pan (about eight by four by two 
and one-half inches). Bake in 
moderate (350 degrees) oven 
until cake tester inserted in 
center comes out clean — about 
one hour. Turn out on rack to 
eool. Loaf slices best after be- 
ing stored in tightly covered 
container overnight.

interest in food specialties 
of other nations. Many of 
us weuld like to obtain the 
recipe for something we en- 
joyed particularly. While chefs 
are not ungenerous, it is diffi- 
cult for them to translate a 
method into terms understand- 
able by others. As a food 
editor, I'm often consulted— 
although the descriptions of the 
dishes are often rather vague. 
For this reason, a satisfactory 
answer cannot always be given. 
Recently, there have been 
several requests for Japanese 
specialties. There are a few 
restaurants that feature this 
tvpe of cookery. When you 
find one, however, you will see 
dishes demonstrated, as most of 
the’ cooking is done at the 
table before your eyes. Shrimp 
with vegetables can be easily 
prepared if you have an elec- 
tric skillet.

There- 
fore, when a wife needs to reach 
a high place and propoges to 
have her husband mount the 
ladder she must ask herself 
whether the risk is too great. 
She would not wish to be a 
party to his getting a broken 
arm of leg or cencussion, or 
suffering contusions or abras- 


ions. 


In making hér decision she 
will. therefore. weigh her hus- 
hand's accident record and his 
general fitness for the job. Has 
he, in the course of his life, 
had the habit of falling off 
things? Is he graceful or clum- 


Does he suffer from dizziness 
when he finds himself in high 
places? Has he a sense of bal- 
lance? Is he careful or careless? 

The result of this inquiry will 
not be reassuring. Instances will 
be recalled where his lack of 
sureness of foot and his failure 
to keep his mind on what he is 
doing has led him into unneces- 
sary disasters. 

However, in spite of these hu- 
man failings a awife will not 
give up in despair. After all, 
he has got to have that object. 
And so, with rare exception, 
he will give her husband the 
order to mount the stepladder. 
Then she will observe safety 
precautions by holding the lad- 
der and, from time to time, 
saying: “Take care.”
